Rtun and tlio Red Man 

Although the sulijoct indicated by 
tho worda placed over tins artif.lo is a 
woil-woni one to oiiv roiidui-^, it .sooma 
not u]ilitiiii;^>- thiit we mIiouUI revintto it 
at a moment when tho orgauizalion of 
an Indiiiu policy for tho Facilic Pro- 
vi ICO in occupying the attention of the 
Federal aulhoriticn. The iniportauc e 
of the suhjcct vail he apparent from 
several points of view, [''irst of all, llio 
numerical Htren,q-th of tho aboriginal 
race in this Province, us coiiiparod 
with tbo whites, stands ten to one. It 
will be at once appear, therefore, tlnit, 
whether for trade or for peace, the 
proi^er administration of Indian affairs 
in the Pnculic Proviuee i.i a nioniouL- 
ous consideration. And here wo may 
be permitted to remark that the Federal 
Government have been fortunate in tlie 
Holcction of a head for the Indviu De- 
partment of the Pacilio Prov-nco. Of 
his discretion and ability tliers can bo 
no doubt; and wo feel coniident that it 
only remains to pi-ovido him with the 
requisite mechinory rnd invest him 
with the necessary power in order that 
the Indian affairs of British Columbia 
shall be wisely and ^vo'l adniinis crod. 
MiCHiXERV and rowEit,— those constitute 
the great desiderata; and parsiroonious- 
nesa on tho part of tho Federal author- 
ities in the bestowal of theso would not 
only impair the service, but would, in 
all likelihood, involve the most serious 
consequences. In adniinistonnfr Indian 
affairs in this country, the preat, grer t 
difficulty to be encountered unquestion- 
ably is "Eura." That is the monster 
which ia decimating and demoralizing 
the Indians all aLO;ng the se.^hoard. 
Few, we feel jieJ^uaded, ha\e any- 
thing like an adequate conception of 
, the extent to which this illicit trada is 
carried on. Few properly estimate its 
dire results. The last trading voyage 
'of the Hudson Bay Com_^jany's steamer 
Otter was almost wholly fruitless in 
so far as trade with the Indians ia con- 
cerned — a result clearly traceable to 
Rum. The Indians at nearly every 
trading postTrer'o found to be in a con- 
dition of debftuc'i aud extreme demor- 
alization. Abandoning thonaselTos to 
the use of the vile compound supjilicd 
by the fleet of sinall craft which swarm 
along tho coast, those miserable crea- 
tures had completely ceased from their 
usual pursuits; and the consequence 
was that they had little or no furs and 
oils to sell, and were unabloto lay in 
their usual supplicg of such useful and 
necessary articles as tho Company are 
in the habit of gi\'ing them inoicljango. 
Looking ab this matter from the lowest 
standpoint of dollars and cents, it will 
readily be Been what a great injury 
is thus inflicted on tho coun- 
try. Through tho pernicious 
influence of a tr.-ido it.'folf a fr.'im. unon 
the public eichoquer, tlio ludiau.s, form- 
ing so large a class of the population of 
the Province, almost cease to be oithor 
producers or conBumMS, and, consequent- 
ly, cease to contribute to the revenue and 
tho onrichmont of tho country. If we <xo 
a step higher, it is found that Eum is 
more or loss the procuring cause of al- 
most every Indian dilllculty tliat occurs, 
of nearly ovary crimo committed along 
tho seaboard. It may at any momont 
lead to dilBouItios involving largo Fede .•- 
al expenditures. But if we go higher 
still, and loo!; at tho sul'jcct from that 
KtiiaJn'jinl fi-o;u which cvr-ry P,riti;;h ("lov- 
ornmciu -will no ri'a.ly to view it. tho 
question assumes a still moro suh^um and 
important uspt'ct. It lip.s ii.a'ii soon tliat 
Eum is a great obstacle to trade and in- 
dustry. But, what is of higher import- 
ance, it presents an insuperable barrier to 
civilization and Christianity. A ; Invfi hfon 
seen, it makes tons of tlioiisan.ls o[ 
aborigines bad suujoct! of tii'- Qaoen of 
Great Britain. But, wJiat ir. of more seri- 
ous conconuncut. it niakoh ;]iom lifting 
subjects for tho Princa ox D.arkue3». We 
are not niunh troubled with mawkish son- 
timontali'^ni al)out tho P.i>d Ttlau and hi.s 
rights. But WG beliovo there i-o:itM njion 
tho dominating irluto rarp a ri^..|i(imiliili- 
ty respecting tho.'ia ]3eo;)!p iuvoh-ing tlic 
most .serious C( •nsidcrations. Auieri{;an 
history lends color to tho bolief that if 
our civilization is made u ciu-rtO to tho 
aljoria;ino8, they will, in turn, prove a 
curao to us. Ilovorting to the luoro prac- 
tical part of our subject, how shall this 
great evil be eradic/iteil V Wc only repeat 
what as been stated in many a provious 
article wlicn we say fliut tho inor^t riu-c- 
tivo way to suppress this illicit, and ruin- 
ous tr/illlc is by moans of a revouuo cutter. 
A small revonuo cutter could bo kept 
oonstantljr plying in our coast waters at 
an amoont of expenditure very much Iush 
than what would through it.s services ho 
•ftvod to the Federal eiclioquer ; for 
it must be horno in mind that, in a.hli- 
tion to tho less of rovonuo alroatly advt.'rl- 
cd to, no inconsidorftblo trado in sniu^'f^d- 
ed goods is carried on along tlio const. 
Theso two classes of illicit trado would he 
corajdetoly broken up and loRitimato 
trade fostered Ond proMCtod by tho om- 
ploymont of the moans wo have suggest- 
ed. But tlioro is yet anotlier sense in 
which a rovonuo cutter would prove hirrli- 
ly useful,— would, in fiict l)o absolutely 
necessary. Tho Snperintondont of In- 
dian Affairs must posseao the ever ready 
means of visiting tlio various Indian sot- 
tlementB along tlio const. Those visits 
May be nec«ssary at any moment to settle* 
diB])ute» which nmy arise. They are 
liigldy desirable a.M a means of proventin^^ 
mischief and l)ringing tho Indians more 
directly under tho authorily and influence 
of our laws and civilization. Taking what 
would be saved to the reTonuo under tho 
former head, and what would necessarily 
be expended under the latter, thoro need 
bo no hesitation whatevnrinafhrmingtliat 
tho Federal Covernmcnt woidd attain 
both economy and olliciriucy in tho ad- 
ministration of tho Indian afTairs of tho 
Pacific Province by adopting tho plan wo 
have suggested. That tho liiglior ob- 
jects of oivilisaidoii and Ohristianity would 
also be best attained in this way appoms 
to be nndeuiablo. In offering tlioso ob- 



scrvations at tho present time, wo aro 
actuated by a siueoro desiro to boo a most 
important department administered in 
such a way aj shall pjromote in the highest 
degree tho Federal as well as tho Provin- 
cial iutorosts.

dnr Shipping Interests. 

From a BIuo Book iiccouiit of tlio movo- 
monts of .^hipping in this Provinco for 
1870, wo find that oat of thirty-Bevon 
Tossals engaged in our trado, twenty-tT^o 
Toasels aro American. They are thus dis- 
tributed: — In the Uiiubor trado thoro aro 
seven English and Hii- American; trading 
in the Pacific to uiul from this country, 
there aro six Eugliah and 15 American; 
to tho Sandwich Islands, two English and 
one Amdrioan-, whioh^bjpts up 15 English 
and 22 Amerionn BhipsT In our small 
trndo there wero sovon American vesaols 
more than oi'.r own. How iu this ? wo 
ask. Is there no lirm in the Provinco 
Trith snfliciont entorpriso and capital to 
alter this unfavorable balance of our car- 
rying trade ? Is our foreign trado to con- 
tmpe to be oonvejed in foreign bottoms ? 
If so where is tho good of our superior 
maritime position and naval resources ? 
Much is laid to tho account of the abolition 
of the free port systoni. which, no doubt, had 
. its share iu disheartening our merchants 
and told heavily on tho rising conimerco of 
jhis Province. But this folding of hands 
and regretting the past trill not mend 
matters— it is not the way to prosperity. 
Will not tho breath of British enterprise 
and industry iu our midst dispel this 
apathy ? Tho saving to saw mill owners 
from building their own ships is known to 
be enormous. Timber is bulky, employ- 
ing a great amount of tonnage. The trans- 
port of gold as freight may add from 2 to 
3 per cent to its value. But to carry tim- 
ber a similar distance will enhance its va- 
lue 200 per cent at the very least. An ar- 
ticle so bulky will create a commorco of 

. itself, which gold never can do. Tho va- 
lue of a hundred largo cargoes of timber 
vould in gold be carried in a small schr. 
WiU not such 'considerations as 
these stir up at least our mill-owners and 
our lumber men. How long shall it be 
till wo again hear the gladsome hum of 
life and industry in our Bhijj-yardsatBur- 
rard Inlet, Nanaimo, New Westminat^sr

vEdtjoation ni Ootabio. — Upon tho oo- 
OBsion of his recent visit to Toronto, Lord 
Dufferin inspected the Normal School of 
that city. His Lordship visited every 
department and evinced verjr great in- 
terest in tho svstem of training. While 
in thelocture-hall ho expressed himself 
greatly pleased with what had come un- 
' der his notice, observing that ho had boon 
very anxious to become acquainted with 
what ho had understood to bo one of the 
best systems in tho world, and tho result 
of his observation was complete satisfac- 
tion.

When we state that 
Mr Heoloy had between 2000 and 3000 
pieces to ))lace, tho reader will have some 
idea of the value of his donation. Tho 
following is a description of the instru- 
ment; The great ojcgan compass counts 
56 notes, O'O to G 16 alto, and the swell 
organ compass, 4A notes touor, G to G in 
alto//°'.The pipes vary in height from 2 to 
16 feet. The pedal organ compass, C C 
to F tenor, counts 30 notes. Thoro are 
four compositiou pedals to the great organ 
compass; 30 notes to tho 273 octavos 
of German pedaLr, C to F. 

Tho notes of Oboo aro partioul^rlj 
beautiful and resemble the human voice. 
The bellows ■ are ample in size and of 
double action. The interior metal pipes 
aro 4ft. compa.'ss, mado of fine spotted me- 
tal.

It has a simple and neat stained case, with 
front spoaking pipes, ornamoutally ar- 
ranged and decorated in ths best stvle, 
itanding 16ft. high, lOft. wide and I0y,!t. 

This gem ol musical workmansliip 
was manufactured at Mr. J. W. Walker's 
organ building establishment, 27 Francis 
street, Tottenham Court Road, London.

A Peteftioro aespatcli of the 14th 
says;— "About two o'clock this afterr, 
noon a brutal double innrde'r was com- 
mitted at tho village of Lakofiold, about 
nine miles from hero.

THE CANADIANS TOLD TO GO. 

The SanJiian difficulty ia settled. Thoro 
aro, however, certain considerations 
coiinoctod with tho question which 
merit attention. It must bo roiucm- 
bored that this is a Canadian matter 
British Columbia, including Vancouv- 
or's Island, is a Province of the Dominion 
of Canada; and tho reference to Arbitra- 
tion was made for tho purpose of determ- 
ining tho boundary beiwc-cu the Domin- 
ion and tho territory of tho United 
States. The real practical importance 
of the Award arises out of the bearing 
it may have on line of intercommunica- 
tion betwoou Vancouver's Island Mani- 
toba, aud tho Eastern Provinces. A 
correspondent from British Colunibia 
told us last week tliat tho efi'cct of tho 
Award could and would be obviated by 
carrying tho line of railway connecting 
Victoria with tho East further North 
than liad been originally iutonihul, but 
at least tl^o railway will be dofloctod 
from what would have been tho direct 
and simple route in consequence of tho 
decision. "When wo bear thcso facts in 
ininil, and ask ourselves -what they will 
say in Canada about tho San Juan 
Award, wo see wo must consider an- 
other ijiiosti.:iii, and tliat is what will 
they «uy iu Canada of tho way in whicli 
the Commissioners at Washington 
agreed to refer their interests to Arbi- 
tration. Not that the CommissionorH 
acteil upon tlieir own rea})onRibility in 
any particular. In everything they did, 
in llio matter of San Juan asmucli as in 
(luMiner^tiou of thoFonianllaidsand tho fish- 
i igb:ud;s(jf tho 1 )ominion,thoy actod under 
the dirt'ction audci.nitrol of thoGovernment 
of London, who wero consult«d at ovory 
step of the negotiations. Tlio spirit o'f 
inquiry in Canada may, therefore, extend 
HO far as to prompt mo to ask what thoy 
owe tho Cabinet of London for their n.v 
sistanco. An l \vh,it answer could we pos- 
sil)ly give to tlio ([ue.slion wero it i)as3od 
on to us ? All wo could say must bo that 
wo had actod with tho boat intentions, and 
on the best, information at our command . 
We know that this is not enough — otranKO 
as it may soom-— to satisfy Canada. Tlio 
men «f the Dominion say that tlio^v were 
sacrificed at ovory stage by ngonls who 
wero as ignorant as thoy wero inoonipoiont 
to dofond their iiitorests. Tho I3rilinh Co- 
lumbia Boundary is gone. Tho claims for 
comiiensation for tho Fenian Baids — 
claims which, according to tho principles 
laid down in the Arbitration at Cloneva, 
could not be disputed — wore given ny) on 
tho least show of rosistanco. Their Fish- 
eries have boon sold for a sum of money 
wliicli reniains to bo fUod by a cumbrous 
machinorv, very slow to bo sot in motion, 
and to be paid at some distant day, wliou 
the House of Itopraaontativoa may vote 
tho sum which may bo awarded. Wo 
know that the indignation of tho inli.ibi- 
tants of Canada last summer was such that 
we had to bi ibo tho Logislaturo of tho 
Dominion with a guaranti'o of jC'2,oOO,000 
beforo its assent to the Treaty of Wash- 
ington could bo ]5rociu-od. What has 
happened sinco ? Thoro has been o gen- 
eral oleotiou which showed, in the most 
unpleasant'nanQer, ti^at the people were 



not appeased by a Bill which was snflici- 
ont to secure tho vote of rarliamont. 
Leading Ministers have boon defeated, and 
have lost their seats ;^4th6:Pretaier had a 
hard light for his owa,„and the Ministo- 
rial majority has bocome so uricertain that 
no one can toll how long Sii: John A. Mac- 
donald, meeting tho Houso without tho 
assiBtanco of his al)lost colleagues, will bo 
ablo to retain his power. Tho San ,Tnau 
Award ,comos upon all this. Tho nogoti- 
'<ations which bargained away tho Fisherios 
were chiefly distasteful to 'the JIaritime 
Provinc^^ and tho other parts of tho Do- 
minion'^were'afiiopted by sympathy only. 
The San Jiian Award will be chiefly olj- 
noxions to Canada West. Tho adventur- 
ous farmers of Ontario have boon looking 
with longing eyes on tho valleys of tho 
Itod Uiver and the Frasei' lUver, and it is 
thoy who iiavc i.'.illed for means of com- 
munication to those tompting uottlemonts. 
They will now resent th.6 Award which 
has interfered with their plans of tho fu- 
ture, and they will join their brethren on 
tho coast in execrating the Treaty of 
Washington. 

When tho (Jjinadiaiis turn round upon 
us, and miy, " Yon havo iiuiddled away 
our iutorost.s williout oljtaining for us 
aught that wo desired. You have aban- 
doned our Fisheries; you have sacrificed 
our frontier; you have not given us open 
trado with the States; you have not so- 
cured any satisfaction of our claims for 
wanton injuri(>s," wliat answer sliidl wo 
give? Wo mu;it boi;in l)y confcHsing our 
faults. It is true wo have failed; wo did 
our best; hut wo iiad to lieop one eye 011 
ourselves and anotlior eye on yon, and all 
the time to watch tho temper and meaning 
of the American Commissioners with very 
little intelligence to guide our interiireta- 
tion of tlu^ir words; and if tho rosidt is 
not Katisfuctory Io you, iioitlicr in it to 
oursoives. 'J'liis we nuisl say if we would 
be frank; Imt we may go on to add some- 
thing more. It is this: — From this time 
forth look after yonr own business your- 
selves; you are big enough, you aro strong 
anough, you are intelligent enough, and 
if there wore any deliciency in any of 
thc.^o points it wouKl Im supplied by "tho 
education of self-reliance. Wo aro" both 
now in a falsu jiosition, and the time ha.s 
arrived when w(! .should bo relieved from' 
it. Take up your freedom; your days of 
apprenticeship are over.

THE JAILOR OUTWITTED. 

(Cor. N. T HeriM.) 

Hendetisqnviixk.N. C, Oct. 25, 1872. 
— Over five tliousaiid people wero as- 
sembled hero to-day for the purj)0se of 
witnessing tho execution of JIartiii 
Baynard, one of tho murdoror.s of Salis 
Westou andhis three children, but 
they were doomed to be wofuUy dis- 
appointed. It will be remoinbored 
that two criminals havo already been 
executed for this criino, tho details of 
which wero fully rojiortcd in the 
"Herald," both at the time of its oc- 
currence aud at tho time of the 
trud and ox(!Outioii of George Bay- 
nard and Govcu Adair. Martin Bay- 
nard was also to havo sufforod tho o.\- 
trcnio penalty of tho law when tho 
other two were hanged, but he was 
respited from time to time, to be held 
as a witness against th(i elder Barnard 
ftiid another, who wi;ro also iinplicatod 
in. this horrible uiurder, under a sta- 
tute of this State, v.liich provides that 
a condemned folon can testify as a wit- 
ness against other parties in the same 
crime. All tho preparations wore made, 
tho ficnflbld was in roadinoss, and tho 
crowd had boon arriving from all quar- 
ters for sovoval days to witness tlio tra- 
gedy. During his imprisonment tho 
wife of the condemned uan was faith- 
ful, constaut and devoted in her atten- 
dance upon him. A day did not pass 
that she was not in his cell for several 
hours, and at the last moment, with 
a heroism wortliy of a more noble 
cause, sho .saved him from an ignomi- 
nious death upon tho scaflbld. The 
night that was to have been tho last 
of Baynard's earthly existence had ar- 
rived, and upon tho onrnost, tearful 
and sorrowful entreaty of his wif(.' the 
jailor coni[)assinn;Lt('ly allowed hor to 
pass the fow rcniaiiiiiig hour.s of his 
life with him iu the cell. Morning 
broke clear ,iud bright, andalreadytlio 
assoinblod multitude were astir, eager- 
ly awaiting tlio .arrival of the hour when 
tho oxocutioiier ;iud tho scatTold would 
do their terrible work. About six 
o'clock a. m. the woman canu; to tlio 
gaol door to bo let out, with lu rhojinol 
drawn down ov.'i- hrr fai-euiid a handker- 
chief ))roESod over her mouth, through 
which hor hoart-brnkoii aobs burstast^lu: 
gaoler passed her through the oulfr 
door of tho ))riion. Sho wulkf.'d slowlv 
ofT with a feoblo gait, bowed figure, 
and wailing ])itifully, giving vent to hor 
great grief, and sho was soon lost fu 
tho si;;ht of tho g.apiiig guards anil 
in.M'bidly curious ..siioctators. J3rcak- 
fast time came at oight o'cluck, and the 
coniidont and compas.siouato gaoler, 
with a meal— the last the doomed man 
was to have oaten — composed entirely 
of toin])ting dolicaci(>s, repaired to tho 
cell. 'J'h(! b.ii-s wore roinovod aud the 
heavy ircjii door was swung h:vh, and 
the gaoler ont(M-ed, whon a sight, that 
made Jiiiu shako like an aspen leaf nu t 
his astonished gaze. Iu the furthc i- 
end of tho cell, instead of the condcnu.- 
od man, crouched up in a coriior, was 
a woman in hor night clothes. The 
plates and dishes with the l)r<!akfast 
fell fi'om the gaoler's hand to the floor 
and wero broken in fragments, lie 
tried to speak, but could find np words 
for utterance, aud as ho stood in actual 
dcsjiair tho crouching figuro arose and, 
in tlio tonns of a woman who thinks 
slio has done apraiBOworthyaction,Baid, 
"Well, as Mwliu is gone, I reckon I 
liad bettor eat tho breakfast," and sho 
fortlnvitli begun picking u]) the scatter- 
ed ])orli()iis of Ihn meal. Bayiinrd had 
oscapod in his wife's clothes and was 
doubllosH liy tliis time far boyon{l tho 
roach of tlio county officers. The Sheriff 
as soon as apprised of theoiroumstanoea, 
set out in pursuit of the ciirairial with 
a posse, but in vain; for, after scour- 
ing tho country for miles, they return- 
ed without their prisoner. Tho assem- 
bled crowd gave expression to their 



ohagri^^m'Tai^ous ways, none the least 
of which was anaiypous desh*e oil their 
part to see tho woman hanged in the 
place of her husband, and, indeed, 
inaii}' of them wero firm in tho imiires- 
sion that such would bo tho case. Hav- 
ing coino to soo "a hangiu' " they wore 
not particular as to whom the victim was, 
whether guilty or innocent, as long as 
their morbid curiosity was gratified. It 
is believed now that Baynard will never 
bo recaptured. 

Boots uy Mail. — By the new postal 
law, which wenL into eil'oct July 1st, 
packages of dry goods, hardware, drugs 
(except liquid drugs) and others mer- 
chandiso, not exceeding twenty ounces 
in weight, can bo mailed to any part of 
the United States at a idiarge of two 
cents for each two ounces or fraction 
thoroof. Jklucli time and money will 
bo saved by this arrangement. For 
instance, a iiair of boots, if neither 
boot weighs more than twenty ounces, 
may be wrapped up in two' se])arato 
parcels, and sent across tho coutinont 
for twenty cents, whereas tho trans- 
portation of goods of this description 
by express would cost as much as the 
goods are worth.
